was served by District Attorney S.

making the city of Janesville a cn.- 
fendant In an action of the state be- 
fore the supreme court to recover 
the amount which the state claims 
is due from the city for the expense 
of re-assessment made in 1911. 
The 


amount in controversy is 
$2,696.50, 


plus the interest-of $342,82, 


A special charge against the city 


for the item has been included in 
the secretary of state's certification 
to the county clerk for three succes- 
sive years. In 1913 the state took 
legal action to compel the county to 
make a collection. The case was 
tried in the circuit court for Dane 
county and resulted in a decision m 
favor of Rock county. This left the 
matter entirely between the city and 
the state. 
The writ served yesterday reviews 
In detail the re-assassment proceed- 
ings from the. time of their institution 
by H. L. Maxfield on August 
26th, 
1911, until the present time. 
The -city clerk is enioined to place 
upon the next tax roll of the city, 
the sum of $3,193.73. or to show cause 


I to the contrary before the state su- 
preme court on November 17th. 
It 
is expected that the city will request 
an extension of time from Attorney 
Owen to prepare its case. 
City Attorney William H. Dough- 
erty, to whom the writ was referred 
by the city officials, issued the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the mat- 
ter:"This Is an action by the state of 
Wisconsin neainst the 
city of Janes- 
ville to collect the 
salaries of 
the 
men employed by the state to con- 
duct the last reassessment. 
Tt has 
nothing whatever to do with the as- 
sessment Itself, but only involves the 
question as to whom shall '"nay tbe 
bill. We take the attitude that the 
assessors appointed by the state were 
state officials or aeents and that they 
should be 
pa.ld 
by the 
state. 
We 
hold further that the legislature has 
no power to invest a 
commission, 
like the tax commission, 
with 
the 
power to levy tuxes upon the people 
of Janesville.

Skunk Raising Unique Industry. ' 
The industry of raising skunks by 
Mr. Fairbert, who lives three miles 
north of Beloit on the Afton road is 
attracting the attention of people all 
over this section, of the state. A 
herd 
of thirty animals can now be 
seen on his farm. Mr. Fairbert ex- 
pects 'his novel stock enterprise to 
develop until he has several hundred 
The object of his handling the beasts 
is to breed them for their valuable 
pelts. He conducts the business as a 
sideline to farming, but is now giving 
much of his attention to the industry. 
The idea originated with him, when a 
number of the skunks were caught by 
him last winter. His stock has in- 
creased from- these few to thirty, and 
quite a miniature stock farm.

tion in Germany in Graphic 


Manner. 
. ' 


(By J. Francis Connors) 
Almost before a week had ensued 
after the declaration of war, the Am- 
erican embassy in Berlin 
found its 
work enormously increased trying to 
assist the .American tourists in their 
desire to leave the country as soon 
as possible. This worry on the part 
of all Americans was enhanced when 
they learned that all the 
railroads 
were in the bands ot the military bu- 
reau for the mobilization of soldiers. 
Immediately the cable offices were be- 
sieged by all, trying to send messages 
to their relatives and friends, so as to 
relieve their anxiety concerning the 
.situation and also to inform them as 


i to their whereabouts and safety in 
i the country. 
These cables were al- 


: lowed to be; sent in the German lan- 
guage only, and were not guaranteed 
to be delivered. 
Several of these 
cables did not succeed in reaching .the 
states. 
JU the same time nearly all of the 
Americans residing in Berlin received 
messages from 
home bearing 
the 
same import: "Come home immediate- 
ly." Some succeeded in leaving on the 
last few trains for Antwerp before 
war was declared with France, and 
unfortunately for them, they had the 
most difficult obstacles of all to con- 
tend with. . Before boarding the trains 
these passengers purchased American 
money in Germany, correctly realizing 
that German money did not have any 
value at the time in Belgium. And 
sadder to relate the American money 
also was valueless, and these unlucky 
tourists had their troubles increased 
to1 a serious extent. 
One party left on the last train for 
Belgium with eight hundred dollars in 
American money, and this was not 
worth a cent in Belgium a,t the time. 
Through the kindness and hospital- 
ity of several hotel keepers^in Ant- 
werp most of our citizens were al- 
lowed to put up at these hotels with- 
out any remuneration 
other than a 
promise of payment at their earliest 
convenience. 
All of these passengers were hop- 
ing to secure accommodations on a 
Red Star liner leaving Antwerp that 
week for America. This particular 
steamer would have had to have been 
several times larger than our largest 
boats in order to transport the large 
number of persons who had hoped t£ 
leave on this boat. 
Naturally thou- 
sands were disappointed, but as boats 
leaving for England were 
available, 
many took that chance of reaching a 
Cunard liner sailing from Liverpool. 
Meanwhile other tourists, who were 
in different parts 
of 
Germany and 
Austria before the 
war 
broke out, 
came into Berlin on the ' few trains 
running from Austria at.the time. The 
trains that have heretofore made this 
journey in seven hours now consumed 
about two to five days in making the 
same trip, so that these travelers had 
many discomforts en route. - 
The American. embassy, 
which in 
time of peace had its 
office 
hours 
from 9 until. 3; now- was compelled to 
keep open until 5, and also in the eve- 
nings.

The time .taken to 
receive an answer from a cable con- 
sumed from seven to fourteen days, 
and if one could have read all the 
messages sent, each containing these 
particular words, "Send money imme- 
diately," he would have to laugh not- 
withstanding -the seriousness • of. the 
situation. 1 read about thirty mes- 
sages on one visit, and almost'without 
exception these words comprised the 
contents. Some of the senders used 
tact, and condensed the messages into 
very few words, others did not, at 
.their added expense. 


"The 
embassy succeeded in its ne- 
gotiations with the government to run 
special trains over the 
border into 
Holland after the first mobilization, 
and seats were at a premium on these 
trains. 
Many persons 
preferred re- 
maining in Berlin until they procured 
steamship accommodations, as it was 
known that Holland was already over- 
crowded with refugees from the war- 
ring 'countries. The Americans, always 
gathered on Wilhelm Platz, before the 
embassy, to obtain the latest news re- 
garding the 
departure 
of 
special 
trains, also to receive citizenship pa- 
pers, passports and the ambassador's 
signature 
recommending the bearer 


for transportation out of Germany. 
These also had to be signed by the 
German foreign bureau. 
The special trains usually left from 
the Charlottenburg station, -and be- 
fore their departure hundreds of Am- 
ericans would throng the depot plat- 
forms requesting the 
passengers to 
carry letters to New York for, them 
and also to do similar favors:^ The 
ambassador and -his 
staff 
made a 
point to attend the departure of these 
trains and also gave words of -assur- 
ance as to the travelers' safety, pass- 
ing along^ the .entire length of the 
train, also bidding goodbye to all per- 
sonally. The Berlin newspaper offices

National Geographic Society War Primer, 


MESSINES—A small town of West 
Flanders, Belgium, ten miles south of 
Ypres, near the French frontier. 
Us 
some 2,000 inhabitants are engaged in 
lace-making and weaving. A school 
for the education of the children of 
Belgian soldiers is established there, 
the foundation of which was part of 
a Benedictine a.bbey of the llth cen- 
tury. 
The town was devastated by 


the Normans, and has been captured 
and burned many times. 


PASSCHENDAELE—A small Bel- 
gian town, twelve miles northeast of 
Ypres and eight miles southwest of 
Roulers, on a height near the source 
of the Mandelbeke, an affluent of the 
Lys. Lace, chicory and oil are manu- 
factured. 
The town has a population 
of about 4,000. 


S E V A S T O P O L—Practically de- 
stroyed in 1855 during the Crimean 
war, this Russian possession on the 
southwest arm of the Crimea is one 
of the most modern .cities bordering 
on the Black Sea today. It is situated, 
amphitheatre-like, on a chalky 
cliff, 
which rises from a height of about 
30 feet near the water to about 150 
feet above the sea in its upper part 
The town today has broad streets and 
modern buildings, 
while quays and 
tramways, flanked by huge granaries, 
line its bay. It has important manu- 
factories and ship-building plants. The 
siege of the town is one of the most 
memorable in history. It was invested 
by the French, 
English, Sardinians 
and Turks in 1854, but held out until 
Sept. 8, 1S55. Its cemetery contains 
the bones of about 127,000 victims of 
that war. 
The population 
today is 
about 66,000. 


WLADYSLAWOW—This 
Russian 
town of about 5,000 inhabitants lies 
across the Prussian border, forty-five 
miles north of Suwalki and forty-three 
miles north of east of Insterburg. The 
Szeszuppe river, which for some dis- 
tance forms the boundary 
line 
be- 
tween Russia and East Prussia, sep- 
arates it from the Prussian town of 
Schirwindt. Several 
breweries 
are 


operated, and an extensive commerce 
in fine cloth and hides is carried on. 
The environs, near the village of Bla- 
hoslpwienstow, are dense forests con- 
taining many of. the ancient 
sacred 
groves of the pagan Lithuanians. The 
town was named for King Vladislas 
IV, and at one time belonged to Prus- 
sia, under the name of Neustadt, 


GOSTYNIN—A town in Russian Po- 
land, 
fourteen 
miles 
southwest of 
Plock, on the Scryva river, an afflu- 
ent-of the Vistula. The town lias a 
population oC about 7,000. Demetrius 
Schiuskoy, deposed czar of Moscovy, 
was confined in the citadel of GoBly- 
nin until -his .death, at the'beginning 
of the seventeenth century. 


RA1GOHOD—A small town of south- 


ern Russia, 21 miles somli of south- 
west of Tclierhazy and 1S5 miles ea«t 
of north of Odessa, on the Tiasmin 
river, an affluent of the Dnieper. The 
inhabitants, about 1,200, are engaged 
chiefly, in the manufacturing of iu- 
gar. 
There is some commerce In 
grain and cattle.

God All Power. 


One of the very first things which 
the student of Christian Science does 
after gaining even a faint glimpse of 
the truth of his being is to give all 
power to good and none to evil. The 
door to the 
kingdom 
of heaven is 
opened to him the moment he Hoes 
this. Then he wonders why he spent 
so many years 
in believing in two 
powers while calling one of them om- 
nipotent. 
The inconsistency of such 
a mental attitude never before ap- 
peared to .him. 
He now sees where 
it was the main barrier to his moral 
and spiritual growth. This one point 
in metaphysics is so simple that mul- 
titudes of professing Christians stum- 
ble over it. They pray earnestly for 
deliverance from evil, but never o.nce 
does it seem to occur to them to give 
all power to good by withholding all 
from evil. They may declare with tj'e 
lips that God is almighty, but they 
still believe that there is an evil pow- 
er. This bars the door to the coming 
of Christ, Truth, 
to the coming of 
that spiritual activity, which corrects 
and destroys all mistaken belief in a 
good 
and 
evil 
power. 
When all 
Christian 
people are 
ready to take 
Jesus at his word and to call evil a. 
self-constituted lie as he did, they will 
comprehend for the first time 
the 
true 
significance 
of 
omnipotence, 
and meekly, humbly and joyfully be- 
gin to do the healing works which .lie 
did. 
When referring to the divinity 
of this very teaching Jesus said: "If 
any man will do his (God's) will, he 
shall know of the doctrine, whether 
it he of God, or 
whether I speak of 
myself." 
Do the harsh critics 
of 
Christian Science ever go.so far as to 
ap-.ly the sacred rules of this Science 
before proclaiming their false impres- 
sions of its teachings? It they did, 
they would cease to condemn a reli- 
gion which they have failed to under- 
stand metaphysically. 
The 
omnipo- 
tence of good is not an argument, it 
i? a spiritual

and can be understood only through 
the practise of good, "with signs fol- 
lowing."

The Fight Against the 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease, 


Statement From tKe Secretary of Agriculture In Regard to the 


Federal Measures. 


Washington, 
D. C., Nov. 11.—The 


secretary of agriculture has 
issued 


the following 
statement 
regarding 


the quarantine for foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease: 


The present outbreak of the foot- 
and-mouth disease, which is one o£ 
the most contagious and destructive 
disease of cattle, swine and sheep, 
exceeds in area 
affected 
any of the 
five previous outbreaks in this coun- 
try. 
Unless the 
infection can 
be 
Immediately 
localized 
and 
quickly 


eradicated, it threatens untold losseS 
among live stock. 
So contagious is the disease that 


in past outbreaks where but one ani- 
mal in a herd was 
infected, the en- 
tire herd in almost all cases later 
contracted the 
sickness. 
While the 
mortality is not high the effects of 
the disease even on animals that re- 
cover are 
sueh 
as to make them 


practically useless. 
They lose flesh 
rapidly; in the 
case 
of cows, 
the 
milk dries up or is made dangerous 
for human consumption; in the case 
of breeding animals, the animal once 
infected becomes valueless for breed- 
ig, as it may continue to be a con- 
stant carrier of contagion. 
It is possible to cure the external 
symptoms, but during the process o£ 
attempting to cure one sick animal 
the chances are 
that 
hundreds of 
'others may be infected. 
The 
treat- 
ment or killing of a single animal in 
a herd was tried in an outbreak and 
did not prove effective, for the rea- 
son that the remainder of tbe herd 
soon became affected and 
had to be 
killed. 


As a result oC the five outbreaks in 
this country, and other disastrous epi- 
demics of the disease in Europe and 
Great Britain, veterinary authorities 
of the United States are asreed that 
the only 
method of 
combating tho 
disease is to stop all 
movement of 
all stock and 
material which have 
been subjected to any danger of in- 
fection, and to kill off without delay 
all herds in which, the disease 
has 
gained any foothold. 
This 
enables 


the authorities to eradicate affected 


observation all suspected herds. 


tine prevents the visit of individuals 
or the transfer of any produce or ani- 
mals from the farm to other farms. 
In some cases, because human beings 
can carry the disease to other herds, 
the state authorities have prevented 
children on infected farms from al- 
tending school. 
In other cases as 


in Illinois and Ohio, the state authori- 
ties have closed the stockyards until 
they can be cleaned and disinfected. 
The first effort of the department 


is to discover and segregate all ani- 
mals sick, with the 
disease or that 
have been exposed. To this end the 
federal and state inspectors are now 
tracing up, through 
bills of 
lading 
and railroad records, 
all 
shipments 


of live cattle which liave been made 
during the last sixty days out of any 
of the infected or suspected districts. 
The herds of animals so shipped are 
located and 
immediately examined 


by Veterinarions. In 
this 
way the 
presence of foot-an-mouth disease has 
been discovered in various places In 
the present 
wide area now under 


federal quarantine, which 
includes 
Massachusetts, 
New 
York, 
Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Indiana, Illinois, Mary- 
land, Michigan, Wisconsin and Iowa.

WINS MANY BATTLES 


i British Troops Experts at 
Building 


Trenches to . Draw Fire of 


Enemy. 


(Correspondence of The A. P.) 


London, October 11.—Modern fight- 


ing strategy, at first rather helpless 
before the 
aerial and artillery fac- 


tors, is beginning to adapt itself to the 
new conditions and along the great 
Aisne battle front many fertile brains 
have been busy devising schemes to 
meet these 
problems. 
Probably the 
most useful work of the aeroplane has 
'been the location 
of positions and 
consequent direction of artille;ry fire 
often resulting in terrible losses to the 
attacked army. 


According to a distinguished Lon- 
don surgeon, now serving as a volun- 
teer in the Army Medical Corps, the 
British troops have become adepts at 
building dummy trenches to attract 
the enemy's fire. These trenches are 
thrown up with great fidelity and 
dummy figures ana guns are left in 
•them patiently 
awaiting the German 
aeroplane 
scouts.

signals to the nearest German battery,
